DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamanaka (5,751,383). 

3. As to claim 1 , Yamanaka teaches a liquid crystal display including the light 
source having the red, green, and blue light-emitting diodes 440, 441 , 442 (col. 25, lines 
31-32), the mixing unit 205 scatters the light of the three color pixel triplet (col. 18, lines 
29-30) for producing white light (col. 7, lines 10-12). 

4. As to claims 2, 4 and 6, Yamanaka teaches a head mounted type display (col. 9, 
line 49). 

5. As to claim 3, Yamanaka teaches a scattering plate 1203 (fig. 50, col. 1, lines 39). 

6. As to claim 5, Yamanaka teaches the light source unit 346 (col. 21 , line 32) for 
controlling the turn-on of the 3-color light emitting diodes.
